ing ooneeit or their own capabilities, or 
from au impatience of control, or a 
craving for freedom of life. 


A young girl should usually cling to 


parents, brothers and sisters, and "the 
neighbors who know her. 
if she says, 


"I care for nobody," aud goes olV, she 
runs the risk of the other limb of the 
sentence, "and nobody cares for me." 
A little that a good girl has in the 
safe shelter of her own home is better 
than great wages among the perils of a 
large city. 


Hut whore, from choice or need, the 


step has been taken, and young girls 
are making their own way, the follow- 
ing hints iwo given them, as they would 
bo to a younger sister, by one who has 
seen lifo in many forms, and who com- 
prehends, in part, the position of those 
to whom ho speaks. 


1. Never advertise in such a way as 


to authorize any one who pleases to call 
upon you and loarn your circumstances. 
Where it is proper to do it, got advice 
nnd shape your advertisement so that it 
will bo clear, intelligible, and only put 
you in communication with rcputaMe 
persons, in need of sour services. 


2. Do not go into any boarding or 


lodging house until you have evidence 
of its being respectable. You arc not a 
pauper; you aro not coining under niiy 
obligation to tho house-owner. You 
are bargaining on equal terms. You 
lire entitled to ask references as he, if 
ho is wise and good, will require thorn 
of you. 
Yon may unwittingly full into 


n place or a neighborhood that will 
throw suspicion over your standing. 
The same remark applies to persons 
ofloring you employment'. If they arc 
not brought into connection with, you 
In such a .way us to give you assurance 
of their respectability, you will do your- 
self no harm, if thoy bo what they 
claim, in asking for references. It is a. 
painful thino; to write down, but there 
are pretentious people who do not 
scruple to keep a seamstress out of her 
hard-earned wages. 


!i. Do not make acquaintances or 


friends until you know who they are— 
whether they bo men or women, and no 
matter how nice and agreeable they 
may be. 
The.ro aro persons, of both 


sexes, whoso words aro as sweet as ice- 
cream, but whoso hearts are as cold as 
ice, and whose attentions to you are 
the slimj' coils of the serpent. They 
will give you tho impression that they 
are "fascinated" by you, "devoted" to 
you, and your bosom-friends. 
Bo will- 


ing to wait a good while before falling 
into their bosoms. Virtuous men and 
women do not usually go into ecstasies 
over "working-girls'1 at 
first, sight. 


The friends whom you can count upon 
will not esteem you tho less for your 
giving your contidonr.es slowly, ami 
only where thoy will ho respected. 
On 


the same principle tio not accompany 
such gushing devotees wherever they 
would take you, unless you know them 
welt. 


4. Exorcise prudence and caution re- 


garding your health. It is the only 
fortune you have. To imperil it in a 
work-room, or n, sleeping-room, or with 
bad food, or with unhealthy habits or 
dress, is self-destruction ot the slow 
kind.

In tho first 
pla2c it is no uso to attempt it after tho 
flowers havo fallen. Tho idea is to 
force the nourishment into tho fruit at 
tho earliest start; for it is at that timo 
that tho future fato of the fruit is cast. 
A few loaves beyond the fruit la an ad- 
yantngp. It is only tho growth that is 
to bo Checked. And then much divmarro 
is done by taking off tho leaves as wall 
as tho fruit. The tomato-plant needs 
all the leaves It can get. It is only tho 
branches that aro to be chocked in their 
growth. No ono who has not tried it 
can havc any idea of how valuable tho 
leaves arc to the tomato-plant. One 
may for experiment take off most of tho 
oaves of a plant, and ho will find the 
flavor Insipid, and every way poor. Of 
course it is tho peculiar acidity of tho 
tomato that gives it so much value to 
all of us; but the acid from a tomato 
that has ripened on an insufficient 
amount of foliago, is disagreeable to 
most tastes. Tho same principle has 
been found to work in managing grape- 
vines. Tho man who judiciously pinch- 
es back tho branches docs well; but he 
Who strips off tho! foliago to "let in tho 
sun and the air," generally finds that 
ho has made a bad mess of it.—German- 
town Telegraph.

An interesting exhibition, of blind 


animals was recently pjtven to a party 
of visitors by a gentleman liv'ng in 
tho immediate vicinity of Mammoth 
Cave. 
Xlip cave, as well as many 
others, has its subterranean rivers and 
lakes that lire stocked with a fauna 
peculiarly their own, and tho observa- 
tions that have resulted in our present 
knowledge of it arc of peculiar inter- 
est. Years ago tho lialies undoubtedly 
entered tho underground river, and 
gradually from disuse, aa generation 
succeeded generation, their organs of 
sight have almost disappeared— the re- 
sult of inactivity. 
In tho young the 


oye is more perfect, but as the fish 
grows the unused optic nerve remains 
intact or gradually dwindles away, so 
that the most careful scrutiny often 
fails to reveal it in tho adult forms. 
The eye itself becomes covered with a 
white membrane, probably a fatty sub- 
stance, and lias tho vacant staro of a 
boiled cod. Tho fish that was origin- 
ally a minnow assumes a pale anil 
ghostly appearance, and when ob- 
served under a glaring torch darting 
about in the inky water strikes tho 
beholder as in strict keeping with the 
surroundings, which are, to say the 
least, grim, ghostly and peculiar. To 
observe tho tishea and capture them 
almost perfect silence must bo main- 
tained, and the white forms will soon 
bo seen darting to tho top of tho 
water and as quickly retreating to tho 
cover of some adjacent ledge. Bits of 
bread, or Hies thrown on the water, 
however, attract them, and if a net is- 
tlwtorously used the game can bo'sa-
